To the Legislature of the State of Mississippi : 


GENTLEMEN--I have the honor herewith to submit a report 
of the transactions of this office for the fiscal year 1877. 

Document “D” shows the amount of receipts from all 
sources for the fiscal year ending December 31st, 1877, to have 
been $882,044 83. 

Document “B” shows the amount disbursed by warrants on 
the Treasury for the same period, amounting in the aggregate 
to $697,018 86, against $518,709 03 disbursed in the previous 
year. 

The above shows an excess of receipts ov er disbursements of 
$185,425 97. Owing to the change made in the time of col. 
lecting taxes at the last session of the Legislature a large 
portion of the revenue to be collected for the fiscal year 1877, 
was not reported and paid into the Treasury in time for this 
report. This would have made the receipts much greater and 
me consequence excess of receipts over disbursements much 

arger. 

Document “ C" shows amounts paid into the State Treasu- 
ry on account of State tax 1876 and 1877, the amount paid on 
account of privilge tax, 1877, and amounts collected and paid 
on account of insolvencies for the several years therein stated 
by counties. The amounts of State tax collected for the years 
1876 and 1877 on land redemptions and purcháses, and the 
amounts of State tax collected for other years are stated and . 
set forth in Document ** A.”- 

Document “D” shows amounts received and. paid into the 
Treasury to credit of Common School Fund, distributive, on ac-

count of fines and forfeitures, and licenses to retail vinous and 
spirituous liquors, by counties, and the amounts on account of 
redemption and purchase of lands for each month. 

Document ** E" shows amount expended on account of Leg- 
islative Department for the year 1877. 

Document “F” exhibits amounts expended on account of 
the several branches of the Judiciary during the fiscal year. 
The deficiency of $25 75 for the fiscal year 1876, is included 
in the amount expended on this account for the fiscal year 
1871. 

Document “G” shows amounts paid on account of interest 
on Chickasaw School Fund to the several counties and amounts 
still unpaid. 

Document “H” shows amount expended on Public Print- 
ing. 

Document * I" shows nos expended on account of 
State Lunatic Asylum, and the Institutions for the Blind and 
Deaf and Dumb. 

Document “K” shows amount expended on account of 
University of Mississippi, at Oxford. 

Document “L” shows amounts expended on account of 
State Normal Schools at Holly Springs and Tougaloo. 

Document ** M " shows amount disbursed on account” -of the 
Penitentiary. : 

Document “ N " shows amounts paid by State Treasurer on 
account of State bonds and interest thereon, the amount of 
bonds issued during the year and amount of certificates of in- 
debtedness cancelled. 

Document “O” shows the valuation of real and personal 
property for the year 1877, as per assessment rolls returned to 
this office, with number of acres assessed, and the number of 
polls in each county; also amount of tax from railroads for 
1877. 

Document «p» shows list of Insurance Companies doing 
business in the State.

VII. 


RECEIPTS AND DISBURSEMENTS. 


By reference to Documents “A” and “B,” it will be seen that 
the receipts exceed the disbursements to the amount of $185,- 
025 97. While this amount is less than for the year previous, 
it must be borne in mind that under the revenue laws govern- 
ing the collection of taxes for the fiscal year 1877, the time 
was extended from the 1st day of December to the 15th of the 
same month. By reason of this extension of time, a large 
percentage of the taxes collected for the fiscal year 1877, were 
not paid over in time to be embraced in the receipts of this 
year. It must also be remembered that the tax levy for the 
fiscal year 1877, was reduced 14 mills, being now 5 mills against 
63 mills in 1876. Iam gratified to be able to report the fact 
that while the burden of taxation has been largely decreased, 
the receipts have been sufficient to meet all demands upon the 
State Treasury, and still leave a considerable balance, sufficient 
to meet all accruing expenses. Iam of opinion that the rate 
of taxation may be still further reduced, without detriment to 
the public service, or the eredit of the State. 


COMMON SCHOOL FUND DISTRIBUTION, 


Document “D” shows the amounts collected and paid into 
the Treasury, from the various sources, to the credit of this 
fund. I would respectfully call the attention of your hon- 
orable body to the law governing the distribution of this fund. 
The basis is upon the number of educable children in each 
county. The.enumeration of these is imposed by the law 
upon the Assessors of the several cóunties. I have reason to 
believe from the reports received, that this is very inefficiently 
done, and recommend that some more efficient method be de- 
vised for securing # more accurate and efficient enumeration of 
the educable.children in each county. 


REDEMPTION AND PURCHASE OF LANDS, 


Under this head, Document “D” will show the amount real- 
ized, during the year, for benefit of common school fund, to be 
$24,869 33. In addition to this, Document “A” will show, that 
there has been received from this source, on account of State 
tax, 1876, $11,881 33, and on account of State tax, 1877, 
$1,954 22. This latter.item has been largely reduced by reason 
of a decision of the honorable the Chancery Court of the 1st 
District of Hinds county, rendered in a suit of Joshua Green 
vs, W. L. Hemingway and W. H. Gibbs, Auditor and Treasurer 
and ex-ofivio Levee Commissioners, by virtue of which decree, 
all lands held by the Liquidating Levee Board, were ordered 
and decreed to be sold for the amount of the Liquidating Levee 
Tax, alone, without reference to the State and county taxes; 
and as these sales embraced the tax of 1877, no State or county 
tax for 1877, was collected on the lands embraced in said de- 
cree. Notwithstanding this, the amount realized by the State, 
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on account of redemptions and purchases of lands, on all 
accounts, is $38,705 38, against $33,616 -57, in 1876. 


REVENUE LAWS. 


The present laws governing the assessment and collection of 
the revenues of the State, are, in my judgment, as full and 
complete as necessity requires. Ido not know of any sugges- 
tion that I could make for their improvement. They provide 
a system of checks and balances in the collection and payment 
of the revenues, that I believe as fully secures the State against 
loss, as any that could be devised. They should be codified 
and consolidated into one Act, if possible, for more ready 
reference ; but beyond this, I have no suggestions to make 
that would materially improve them. 

I would again call attention to the condition of a large 
amount of lands in Tallahatchie and Sunflower counties, re- 
ferred to in my report of last year, and suggest some legisla- 
tion in reference thereto, at your present session. 


PRIVILEGE TAX AND LICENSES. 


The present system of collecting these taxes cannot, in my 
judgment, be materially improved. So longas such taxes are 
imposed and collected, I can think of no better method to 
secure the same, than the one now existing. Document “O” 
shows amounts collected and paid in, on account of Privileges, 
for 1877, to be $122,286 50, against $108,553 32, for 1816, 
showing an increase of $18,733 18. Reference. to Document 
“D” will show that there was collected and paid in, on account 
of Licenses to retail, $93,500 00, against $101,770 96, for last 
year, a decrease in amount, of $8,270 96. This decrease is 
accounted for by a falling off in the number-of licenses granted, 
rather than in any defect in the law governing the collection 
and payment of same. 


FINES AND FORFEITURES AND INSOLVENCIES.

Under this head there is room for great improvement. Docu- 
ment “D” will show that the amount of fines and forfeitures col- 
lected and paid into the State Treasury, for the year 1877, was 
$23,637 98, against $20,209 00 in 1876, showing a slight im- 
provement, but I am still impressed with the conviction, that 
a much larger amount should be realized if all that is collected 
was properly accounted for. The same remarks apply to in- 
solvencies, with the exception, that in the first case, all is not 
paid that is collected, and in the latter case but little is col- 
lected. Document “C” shows the amount collected and paid 
on account of Insolvencies, for 1877, to be $5,891 17, against 
$5,728 18, for 1876, a very slight improvement, but not enough 
to exult over. A reference to this table will show, that while 
in a few counties, as in Warren, Chickasaw, Clay, and a few

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others, considerable amounts were collected, stil! the fact re- 
mains.that in most counties but little is collected, and in many 
nothing at all. These are the facts, but the remedy is not so 
plain, Whether the fault be in the law.orin those entrusted 
with its enforcement is a query that I leave to be answered in 
such manner as your honorable body, on mature deliberation, 
may see proper to determine. 


TAX RECEIPTS, 


Under this head I desire to call your attention to a subject 
that needs some additional legislation. As the law now stands, 
the Auditor of Public Accounts is required to have prepared 
and furnish to each Tax Collector blank receipts, in duplicate, 
for the collection of State tax proper, to be paid for by the 
State and charged to"each Collector, and the amount collected 
from him on final settlement. The duplicates are to be filed 
by the Tax Collector as a public record in his county. This 
has given rise to some dissatisfaction. Parties outside of the 
State have proffered to print these receipts at prices below 
those for which the Public Printnr could afford to do it, and 
Tax Collectors have objected to receivinz and paying for the 
receipts furnished through this office by the Public Printer. 
My own judgment is that this difficulty may be easily removed 
by so amending the law as to require the State to furnish these 
receipts to the several Tax Collectors. 'Fhe aggregate ex- 
pense would not be great, and justice would seem to require, 
that as they are by law made publie records, that the State, 
and not the individual, should pay for them. That part of 
the law requiring the duplieates to be filed as publie records is 
eminently wise and necessary. They furnish the only accessi- 
ble evidence and means of determining the exact property 
upon which taxes are paid, and of wrongful selling of property 
on which taxes have been paid. Besides, they should be uni- 
form throughout the State, and for this reason should be fur- 
nished and paid for by the State, the same as the assessment 
rolls are furnished. 

. I respectfully make a like recommendation as to the blanks 
which the Assessors are required to distribute to tax payers. 
All the forms necessary in the assessment and collection of the 
publie revenue should be prescribed by the Auditor, and should 
be as near uniform as possible. : 

With this Report my officiallabors,cease. My successor has 
been chosen, and is ready to be inducted into, and I am ready 
to be conducted out of, office. In retiring, I must express for 
my successor the hope that he will fill the position more wor- 
thily, and discharge its dutiés with more ability, than I have 
been able to do. The duties of the office are many, varied, 
and arduous. Its cares and responsibilities are great, and are 
annually multiplying, The clerical force allowed, by law to 


perform the duties of the office is wholly inadequate for the 


am 
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purpose. It is true that during a portion of my term, just 
closing, the perquisites were considerable in amount, and some- 
what in excess of what I was compelled to pay for help to per- 
form the work. "That was an exceptional year, and, under the 
law as it now stands, the perquisites of the office will barely 
meet the demand for extra labor required to earn them. This 
I speak from experience and from an entirely disinterested 
stand-point. 

In doffing official robes and donning the more quiet garb of a 
private citizen, I desire to express my thanks to His Excellency, 
the Governor, and to the other State officers, for their uniform 
kindness and courtesy officially and personally. , To al the 
offieials in the various departments, State and county, I desire 
to return thanks for the prompt and efficient mannér in which 
they have aided me in the discharge of my official duties, and 
trust that the friendly relations established in official capacity 
may be renewed and continued in the more quiet walks of pri- 
vate life. 

To the Press of the State, I am under many obligations for 
courtesies extended, in giving publication, “without promise 
or hope of reward," to many matters of interest to the public, 
and also for many kind personal favors. 

To Col. Jones S. Hamilton, Deputy Auditor, Capt. W. Q. 
Loud, Mr. H. H. Hines, Mr. John H. Echols, Mr. Robert 
Brasher, and Col. C. A. Brougher, I am under many and last- 
ing obligations for the prompt and efficient and courteous 
manner in which they have discharged their several duties. 
To these gentlemen I am indebted very greatly for whatever 
measure of success has been achieved in the conduct of the 
office, and for whatever degree of commendation the public 
have deemed proper to bestow upon our efforts to please. 

I have been impelled to say this much in closing this report, 
the last I shall make officially, from a sense of justice tothem 
and duty to myself, and while it may not be strictly in place in 
a report of this character, I shall crave your indulgence to 
still farther say, that it has been my ambition, as a public 
official, to do all in my power to assist in building up the 
material interests of our State, to promote the welfare and 
prosperity of all her people, and to maintain her credit at 
home and abroad. And now, as a private citizen, it shall be 
my pleasure, as well as my duty, to do all in my power to the 
same end. In retiring from office, I shall not retire from the 
State, but casting my lot with you, I shall in my weak way do 
all that I can to secure and deserve the esteem and approbation 
of my fellow-citizens,
